ROSMANS BUKN JAPANESE

The l.iroshima correspondent of the Asahs 


has sent his journal n description of some of |: 


the fighting round Mukden, which he obtained 
froma Japnneso who bas just returned from 
the front, We translate from it thr following 
allegations as to the use of petroleum by the 
Russian treopsi=~ 

On the morning of March 2, the Maruyama 
detachment belonging to the Japanese Centre, 
was ordered to attack Hulnotun. The position 
was protected by barbed wire entanglements, 
and other defences, and had five machine 
guns, In attacking it'we suffered very soveree 
ly, all our officers being killed or woynded 
with the exception of Colonel Kubota. We 
sought shelter in a Russian | skirmishing trench 
which we gained possession of, but? unfor- 
tunately it was very shallow and fall of snow; 
so that it did not protect us when we stood op, 
while it was impossible to sit down in it 
without becoming benumbed by cold, Until 
the 4th we had to go without food 
agd all our movements had to be mado 
in a crouching position, We suffered so severe 


ly that in many cases blood flowed from-our |. 


mouth and noses. On the night of the ath
